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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 24 objected to because of the following informalities: claim 24 is 
depended on claim 21, which has been cancelled from the application in Paper No.5. 
Appropriate correction is required. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-6, 22-23, 25-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as 
to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention. The applicant has stated the latch 
member coating with the hub prevent the collar from being removed from the vial once 
the collar has been mated about the vial and moved to be substantially adjacent said 
hub. However the collar is capable of being moved. The examiner does recognized the 
lip of latch (22) as well as the shoulder of the hub (32) however the lip 22 coming in 
contact with the shoulder 32 does not lock the collar down permanently or even semi- 
permanently hence the collar can be removed from the vial at any point the caregiver 
whishes to dismantle the device. Therefore the claim as written is confusing and needs 
clarification. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 


The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 


3. Claims 1-6, 22-23, 25-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US Patent No.4659330 to Nelson et al. 

Nelson teaches a collar slidably matable about said collar; a neck member 28 extending 
from the collar; a housing 24 pivotally connected to the end of the neck member away 
from the collar; and a latch member 30 extending form the neck member in a direction 
towards the center of the collar, the latch member coacting with the hub 18 to prevent 
the collar from being removed from the vial 22 once the collar has been mated about 
the vial and moved to be substantially adjacent the hub. 


4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6 are have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
